Mail” were operated and. being Sun­ 
day. sufficient force to man them was 
apparently secured without difficulty.

Pickets were active in an incon- 
sptcuous way and today the union 
leaders announce that over a fourth 
of the remaining non-union employes 
had been won over and joined the 
union.
